THE BARRET FAMILY. 
(Compiled by Mrs. Jane M. Ridgelby.) 

I. Charles* Barret was bom in England, emigrated to Virginia and 
died about 1743 or 3 in Louisa county. He married Mary Leigh who 
was bom in England and died about 1746 in St. Martin's Parish, Louisa 
county. Issue : 3. Rev. Robert* Barret. 

3. Rev. Robert* Bakrbt was bora in 1733 in Virginia. He was sent 
to Oxford, England, and educated for the ministry [an error; his 
name does not appear in Foster's Alumni Oxonienses. — Ed.], then 
returned to Virginia. [Robert Barret received the royal bounty to 
defray his passage to Virginia, December 5, 1737. (Fothergill's Emi- 
grant Ministers to America, p. 13.) Therefore he must have been bom 
before 1733. — Ed.] In 1743 he preached at Louisa Courthouse and 
other places 34 times a year, 330 pounds of tobacco being paid him for 
every sermon. The vestry book of St. Paul's Church, Hanover county, 
shows that he presided over St. Martin's Parish from 1754 [and probably 
earlier] until 1785. In that year he represented that parish in the Con- 
vention of the Episcopal Church called for organizing under the new 
State government after the Revolution. He died 1805 in Albemarle 
county. He married in 1753 in Hanover county, Va., Elizabeth, 
daughter of Robert Lewis, of "Bel voir," Albemarle county. She died 
before September i, 1757, as Robert Lewis in his will of that date, men- 
tions "my daughter Elizabeth Barret, deceased." Rev. Robert Barret 
m. 3d, Amie Lee. 

Issue : (ist m.) 3. WiUianf Barret. 

3. William* Barrkt, born in Louisa county, 1756, died November 
38, 1815, in Greensburg, Ky., married 1784, in Hanover county, Va., 
Dorothy Winston, who was bom 1765 in Louisa county, Va., and died 

August 3o, 1833. She married (3) Gaines in Mercer county, Ky., 

resided there until her death and is buried there. 

Issue: 4. James Mnston*; 5. Anne,* b. February 14, 1783, in Hanover 
count)', Va., married General Jas. Allen. 6. John, b. May 14, 1786, in 
Hanover coanty, d. about 1850 in Springfield, Ills.; unmarried; 7. Mary 
Leigh,* bora August lo, 1793, Hanover county, married her cousin 
James Barret, of Louisa county, Va. ; 8. William Darracott, born Sep- 
tember 33, 1797, Hanover county, married Eliza James, daughter of 
General James Allen; 9. Dr. Richard Ferrill,* bom 1803, in Greensburg, 
Ky., married Maria Lewis, daughter of Richard Aylett Buckner. 
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4. Jambs Winston* Barret, born January i, 1789, in Hanover 
county, Va., died November 11, 1871, in Springfield, 111.; married 
August 12, 1813, in Lexington, Ky., Maria McElroy Allen (born July 
31, 1796, in Lexington, Ky., died March 24, 1871. in Springfield, 111.). 
She was the daughter of General James Allen, who was born April, 
1770, in Albemarle county, Va., and died November 25, 1836, in Greene 
County, Ky., who married (ist) in 1795, in Howard county, Ky., Eli^- 
beth McElroy, bom about 1773, probably in Lexington, Ky., died 

; and married (2nd) Anne, daughter of Capt. William Barret, and 

sister of J. W. Barret. 

Issue I 10. John Speed Smith', born July 3, 1814, in Greensburg, Ky., 
died young in Kentucky, 11. William Theodosius,* bom January 2, 
1816, in Greensburg, Ky., died February, igoa, in Petersburg, Ills., 
married November 3, 1840, in Sangamon county. Ills., Ellen Elizabeth 
Butler; 12. James Allen,' born March 4, 1814, in Greensburg, Ky., died in 
Catlettsburg, Ky.; married June i, 1849, in Greensburg, Ky., Eliza 
Burbridge Anderson; 13. Robert McElroy,' born February 4, 1820, in 
Greensburg, Ky., died, aged about 18, at St. Louis, Mo.; 14. Richard 
Ferrell,' born August 6, i8ji, in Greensburg, Ky., died December 8, 
1908, Kansas City, Mo., married (i) December 20, 1849, Mary Epler, (a) 
in 1851, Sarah Richard; 15. Eliza James,' born March 17, 1823, Greens- 
burg, Ky., died 1859 in Springfield, Ills.; married (i) October ao, 1840, 
Philip C. Johnson, (2) May 3, 1853, Pascal P. Enos; 16. Joseph Addi- 
son,' bom July i, 1825, Greensburg, Ky., died 1863; married July 17, 
1849, Helen M. Moore; 17. Edward Young,' bom August 15, 1827, 
Greensburg, Ky., d. 1853, in St Louis, Mo., never married; 18. Mary 
Leigh', born August 5, 1831, Greensburg, Ky, died May 5, 1894, married 
(i) June 5, 1851, Wm. B. Fonday; (2) Capt. James Merriman, all buried 
at Springfield, Ills. ; 19. John Howe,' born June 24, 1834, Greensburg, 
Ky., died April 30, 1890, Springfield, Ills., never married; 20. Jane 
Maria, born May 3, 1836, in Island Grove, Sangamon county, Ills.; 
married June 10, 1859, in Springfield, Ills., where she still resides. 
Charles Ridgeley, bora January 17, 1836, at Springfield, Ills., where he 
died September 11, 1910. His father, Nicholas H. Ridgeley, came to 
Springfield in 1835 to be cashier of the State Bank of Illinois. He 
organized the Ridgeley National Bank of Springfield in 1866, of which 
he was president until bis death in 1888. His son Charles was promi- 
nent in many large business enterprises; 21. Robt. McElroy,' born April 
15, 1840, Greenburg, Ky., died in infancy. 

Charles and Jane Maria (Barret) Ridgeley had three sons and one 
daughter (all married), one of the sons Wm. Barret Ridgeley was 
comptroller of the currency of the United States, 1901-1908. 
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ENGLISH ANCESTRY OF THE DADE FAMILY OF VIRGINIA. 

This account is derived from two English genealogical works: 
Genealogical Memoranda Relating to the Family of Dade of Suffolk 
(London, 1888,) and Pedigrees from the Visitation of Kent, 1663-68, 
edited by J. J. Howard and Robert Hovenden. We are indebted to 
Miss Idelle Keyes of Georgetown, Mass., for lengthy notes from the 
former book. Included in these books are pedigrees of Dade from the 
Visitation of Kent, 1663, Suffolk, 1612 and 1664, numerous extracts from 
parish registers, copies of epitaphs, &c. 

John' Dade of Witton, Norfolk, (with whom the Suffolk Visitation of 
1612 begins) married the daughter and heir of Pakenham 01 Shropham, 
jn Norfolk, and had issue : 

1. Richard,' son and heir. 

2. John,' married Mary, daughter of Sir Nicholas Appleyard, of 

Braken Ash, Norfolk, and had issue.

William' Dade, of Witton, Norfolk, gent., married Margery, daughter 
and heir of Nicholas Godbould of Badingham, Suffold, gent., and had 

issue :

Thomas* Dade, Esq., born 1556, died April 13, 1619. He left Witton 
and removed to Tannington, Suffolk. He married, first, Anne, daughter 
of Richard Comwallis of Shotley in the county of Suffolk, Esq. ; and 
second, Anne, daughter of Thomas Haselopp of Trumpington, County 
Cambridge. Thomas Dade was buried at Tannington, April 14, 1619. 
His will was dated September 26, 1617, and proved August 4, 1619 (P. 
C. C. 80 Parker). His funeral certificate, which has, in addition to the 
arms of his own family, nine others of those from whom he descended, 
is as follows : 

"Thomas Dade of Tannyngton in the County of Suff. gent, departed 
this life at Tannyngton aforesayd the xiijth of April 1619. Hee was 
buried in the Chauncell of Tannington Churche with a grauestone vpon 
him with 4 Scutcheons of Brasse with his Coate of Armes. He was the 
eldest sonne of William Dade of Witton in the County of Norff. gentle- 
man and of Margery daughter and heire of Nicholas Godbould of Bad- 
ingham in the Counfy of Suff gent. He maried to his first wife Anne 
daughter of Richard Comwalleys of Shotley Esquire and by her had 
issue William eldest sonne who maried Mary daught' of Henry Wing- 
feild of Crofeild in the County of Suff. Esqr Henry second sonne

vnmaried and three daughters. Awdrey maried to Nicholas Gamishe 
of Michiield Esquire Margrett second daughter Elizabeth maried to 
Thomas ffletcber of Ringsfield in the County of Suff. gentleman. He 

maried to his second wife Anne daughter of Haselop of Trump- 

ington in Cambridgeshire and by her had issue one sonne and two 
daughters viz. Thomas Anne and Margery. William Dade sonne and 
heire of the sayd Thomas doth testifie vnder his hand that this Certificat 
is true being taken the 2 of November 1619 by Thomas Preston gent." 

Oil a brass plate in Tannington Church is the following inscription 
(formerly there were four shields on the stone. Three still remaining 
bear the arms of Dade : Gules, a chevron between three garbs or, in 
chief a crescent sable for difference) : 

" Hbbrb lyeth the body of Thomas 
Dade Esq who dyed the 13 day of April 

IN THE YEARE of OVR LORD GoD 1619 
BEING of the age OF 63 YEARES." 

Anne, first wife of Thomas Dade was buried at Tannington Church, 
May 18, 1613. On a brass plate in the church is the following epitaph 
(the stone formerly had four shields. Only one now remains with the 
arm ot Dade impaling Comwallis with several quarterings) : 

"Here lyeth the bodie of Ann Dade wife of Thomas Dade of 
Tan'ington in the cpvnty of Svff. Esq. & davght. of Richard 
Cornwalys of Shotley in the covnty of Svff. third sonne 
of Sr lohn Cornwalys of Broomehall in the same covnty Knight 
who departed this mortall lyffe ye . . . day of May An'o D'ni 1612." 

Issue of Thomas' Dade and his first wife Anne Comwallis :

2. Henry*, Commissary for Suffolk Archdeaconry, bom 1582, died 

September 15, 1653; married first Elizabeth, daughter ot 
Thomas Fernley, Esq., and widow of Thomas Shaw, and 
secondly, Thomasine, daughter of John Lea, gent, and 
widow of Samuel Sayer. 

There was formerly in the church of Dallinghoe, Suffolk, a tomb now 
destroyed, with the Dade arms and the following epitaph :

There is also an altar tomb outside the tower with a brief inscription 
to this Henry Dade.

February 24, 1618, Thomas Fletcher, gentleman, of Ring- 
field, Suffolk. 

4. John,* baptized July 31, 1604. 

5. Awdrey,* married September 19, 1603, Nicholas Garnishe of 

Micklefield, Esq. 

6. Frances,* in the register of Mickfield, Suffolk, is an entry of the 

burial of Frances Dade, single woman, on July 3, 1615; 
and in the church is the following epitaph on a small 
brass plate : 

"Hic jACBT Francisca Dade 

VNA FILIARV' THOMiE DadE DE

Issue of Thomas' Dade and his second wife, Anne Haselop : 

7. Thomas,* baptized September 8, 1614, was of Petistry, Suffolk, 

1664, and signed his pedigree in the Visitation of that 
year. He married, first, Anne, daughter of Robert Stebb- 
ing; and secondly, Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Flick. 
The tomb of his first wife is at Pettistree church, and that 
of his second at Bramford, Suffolk. 

8. Anne,* baptized May 39, 1617. 

9. Frances, baptised February 33, 1617; buried March 14, 1617. 
la Mai|;aret, baptised March 18, 1618; married John Fox,
